ftp* Herbert KBAQB, born Sov 18, 1911 In Zagreb, Croatia, 
Austrian rightist political figure, was for years bead of the 
league of Independents (TACT) and editor and publisher of Its 
newspaper the ”Xeue front*. Be has also published a weekly-* 
"Berlcfcte and Inforaatlonen" and has been director of the 
"Oeeterrelchiscbes Fbrsehung* Instltut fuer Wlrtschaft und 
folitik". He ha* been described as pro-Vestem and atstl- 
Russian. He learned the Nation language while traveling In 
the OB8K In 1938*1939* He later published a book on hie 
experiences there which was described as anti -Soviet, and 
reportedly resulted In bis being declared “personae non grata* 
by the Russians.
